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THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON’S SPEECH. 


THE prospect of the opening of the French Legislature, 
although fixed for an unusually early date, excited less 
feverish curiosity this year—on this side of the Strait, at 
least—than it has usually done of late; and the Imperial 
Speech was not watched for with all that trembling interest 
which was wont to be exhibited when the public utterances 
of Napoleon III, were believed to govern for the ensuing 
year the political destinies of Europe, Yet the French 
Emperor never, perhaps, in any former communication to his 
eubjects, embodied a riper wisdom, or expressed sentiments and 
intentions more closely in harmony with the sympathies of 
neighbouring Powers, than he did on Monday last, Ad- 
vancing age and a chastening experience are plainly doing 
their part towards mellowing the character of this remarkable 
Potentate. He has measured for himself the limits of that 
authority and power which the suffrages of the French people 
confided to his discretion, Always disposed to bow with 
grace to the “inexorable logic of facts,” he has become more 
skilled in the interpretation of them. No man, and emphati- 
cally no Monarch, knows better than he how to subordinate 
the aspirations of ambition to the restraints imposed 
upon them by his calmer judgment, nor is more careful to 
accept the inevitable as the ultimate choice of -his own will. 
No doubt he has made mistakes, as men in his. exalted position 
are peculiarly prone to do, if for no other reason, because 
they are surrounded by an atmosphere of adulation, through 
which it is all but impossible to discern the actual state of 
things with which they have to deal; but it is one of the 
most striking as well as redeeming characteristics of Napoleon 
that he keenly watches the effects of his own decisions, and 
resolutely abstains from pushing them to dangerous extre- 
mities, He has already done much to educate France, to 
change her tastes, and to elevate her material and social 
condition, and he still appears intent upon following up his 
original purpose to crown the constitutional edifice with 
political freedom, 

The speech which he addressed to the Legislative bodies on 
Monday last will go far, we think, to chase from the brow of 
the French nation any expression of political discontent 
which has recently lowered upon it, and it will certainly 
allay the anxiety which for a long time past has preyed, 
like a low fever, upon the commercial confidence of Europe, 
Both at home and abroad it will exercise an influence all 
the more soothing and healing on account of the quiet 
dignity of the tone which pervades it, and the absence 
of everything which savours of histrionic exaggeration, The 
Emperor’s usual style has been well described as “ monn- 
mental,” and occasionally, it must be confessed, the turn of 
his compact and epigrammatic sentences has exacted 
some sacrifice of historical modesty and exactness, But his 
address to his Legislature on the 18th inst. is singularly free 
from inflation ; and, although every word of it seems to have 
been selected with his habitual care, and every sentence has 
been hewn into shape by his fastidious taste, it presents a 
series of temperate thoughts clad in a diction as unosten- 
tatious as it is appropriate. In two respects it will contrast 
most favourably with Royal speeches in general ; first, in the 
weight and value of the matter it contains ; and, secondly, in 
the classical symmetry of the language in which that matter 
is disclosed. The Emperor is one of the few men who act 
upon the maxim that what it is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well, 

A paragraph setting forth the political relation of France 
to Germany takes precedence of all others, both in position 
and in intrinsic importance, Briefly, the Emperor announces 
his acceptance not only of the changes which have been, 
but of any that may be, made in the internal system 
of Germany, with this reservation only—that they are 
such transformations effected by the wish of the populatiuns 
as will not threaten the interests and dignity of France. 
In a similar spirit of geonciliation and peace he sub-/ 
sequently refers to the i Eastern question. e 
programme agreed upon by all the com- 
prise these two leading features—the maintenance of the 
integrity of the Ottoman empire and the improvement of the 
condition of the Christians, Nor, perhaps, all things con- 
sidered, could the affairs of Italy have been touched by Louis 
Napoleon with a more considerate delicacy than marks the 
passages devoted to them in the Imperial speech, The part 
he has taken in protecting the Holy See from “ revolutionary 
agitations” was an unwelcome necessity, which “could not 
partake of anything hostile to the unity and independence 
of Italy,” and which that nation, after a momentary sur- 
prise, cannot but perceive to have been directed against the 
dangers to which the monarchical principle and European order 
were exposed, The re-establishment of tranquillity, now 
almost completed, enabled him to calculate the proximate 
time when his troops would be withdrawn, Meanwhile, the 
£eptember Convention still retained its validity ; but, inas- 
much as the relations of the Papal Power to Italy is a matter 
of interest to the whole of Europe, he had proposed, in the 
hope of preventing new complications, that these relations 
should be settled by a conference. We believe that already 
the irritability of public feeling in Italy has been sensibly 
soothed by the tone and purport of these skilfully-worded 
paragraphs, 

The Universal Exhibition received honourable mention, as 
a matter of course, Its international, social, and moral effects 
were pictured in colours not entirely undiscernible in the 
actual facts of the case, but certainly heightened by a fond 
imagination, It may have been that expressions suggested 
by reality were translated into the more glowing language of 
hope, or that in this, as in a multitude of instances, “the 
wish was father to the thought,” We see no sufficient reason 





for cavilling, even if it were so, bearing in mind, as we do, 
that if we must interpret what was said as partaking 
more of the nature of prophecy than of history, the ten- 
dency of prophecy of this kind is to fulfil itself, Not 
France only, but the world, will find cause for exceeding joy 
if it should turn ont that “the shackles of labour and of in- 
telligence, the barriers between the different peoples, as well 
as the different classes, international hatreds—these are what 
the Exhibition has cast behind it,” The transition from this 
theme to that of national defence is abrupt and startling. Was 
it meant to be so? Could the contrast have been designed ? 
Probably not, Yet, perhaps, the promises of peace and pro- 
gress which were associated with the spectacle in the Champ 
de Mars were thought to be the most fitting introduction 
to the announcement that previous plans for the reorganisa- 
tion of the French army would be set aside as too burdensome, 
and that simple modifications of the law of 1832 would suffice 
to secure “ the effective strength of the army during peace and 
its increase during time of war.” On the whole, we think, 
it may be fairly inferred that the Emperor Napoleon does not 
contemplate any aggressive policy on the part of France, 

Then, as to domestic policy, the Imperial Speech addresses 
France on her most susceptible side. Commercial mistrust 
will speedily disappear before the good understanding that 
prevails between the Powers, A bad harvest may be deprived 
of its worst evils and dangers by free trade, The reforms 
promised at the beginning of the year, though not yet 
realised, have not been forgotten, The work then undertaken 
may now be followed up. The Liberal institutions of the 
country may be developed without weakening the principle 
of authority. In fact, “ the crowning of the edifice” is to be 
something more than a figure of speech. It is not for us to 
weigh the exact worth to France of the nicely-balanced 
sentences which the closing paragraph of the Emperor's 
address contains. But one thing, at least, commends them to 
the approbation of Europe. Taken in connection with the 
rest of the document of which they form part, they indicate 
that the attention of Napoleon’s Government will not, in 
future, be engrossed by international affairs, but will be more 
largely given to the home interests of the French people—that 
the scope of Imperial efforts will henceforth be more con- 
tracted than has sometimes been the case, and that the real 
welfare of France, rather than her European s upremacy, will 
constitute the main object of the Emperor's patriotic care and 
sagacious statesmanship. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Nov. 21, 

Tue Emperor's Speech on the opening of the French Chambers, 
on Monday last, has, as may be supposed, for the moment thrown 
all other exciting topics into the shade—the seditious placards, 
neither printed nor written, but pricked with a blackened pin, which 
the police, to their surprise, discovered ed up one morning in the 
working-man’s quarter of Paris; the almost daily arrests of persons 
charged, it is said, with being members of a secret society ; the 
slaughter at Mentana by the aid of the redoubtable Chassepot 
musket ; the high price of provisions generally, and more partica- 
larly of bread ; these and matters of less moment have had to yield 
to the superior interest excited by the Emperor's speech. Unques- 
tionably, it has been worded as it is mainly with the object of 
removing that state of disquietude which, the Emperor himself says, 
has “everywhere restricted industrial movement and commercial 
transactions.” People, too, appear to see in the absence of all 
allusion to the temporal power of the Pope an indication that the 
congress, should it ever assemble, is not unlikely to deal with the 
Roman question in a way satisfactory to Italy at large, if not to the 
clerical party; and everyone admits that nothing could be more 
frank than the Emperor's acceptance of “the changes which have 
taken place on the other side of the Rhine.” The Paris papers 
generally appear satisfied with the tone of the speech, though several 
of the Liberal journais condemn the conclusion, where the Emperor 
says that he will “ maintain aloft with a firm hand the power which 
has been confided to him, for neither obstacles nor unjast opposition 
will shake his courage or his faith in the fature,” 

It is commonly aopeet that M. Magne, the new Minister of 
Finance, will be obliged to ask for a loan—indeed, the passage in the 
Emperor's speech wherein he as good as admits that the receipts for 
the current year will fall short of the expenditure points to hardly 
any other conclusion. This, say some of the Liberal organs, is the 
reason why the speech is so temperate and peaceable, and why the 
Emperor speaks so decisively about repressing obstacles and unjast 
to) ition with a firm hand.

PRUSSIA,

von Bennigsen Second Vice-President by 149 votes. 

Herr Lasker brought forward a motion proposing to quash the 
trial of Herr Twesten by a special law, and to modify article 84 of 
the Prussian Constitution, so as to make it consistent with the 
Constitution of the North German Confederation. 


AUSTRIA. 

In the Lower House of the Reichsrath, on Tuesday, the Minister 
of Justice announced that the Emperor's sanction been given to 
the bills for the abolition of imprisonment in irons and ab instantio 
acquittal. The Imperial sanction has also been given to the bills 
on associations and public ——- 

In Wednesday’s sitting of the Lower House the special debate on 
the Delegations Bill was resumed.

the Speaker read a document stating that his Excellency would not 
give his reasons for calling Parliament together until they had 
elected their Speaker. The Governor then retired, and the Senate 
adjourned.

ALLEGED SUBMERSION OF THE ISLAND OF 
TORTOLA. 

A TELEGRAM from New York, dated Nov. 15, received through the 
Atlantic cable yesterday se’nnight, brought the astounding intelli- 
gence that Tortola, a West India Island, had been submerged, and 
that 10,000 persons had perished. This repost was, we rejoice to 
ray, altogether false. It seems that not even has the town of 
Tortola been inundated, which it was thought might 
have been the case during the late terrible hurricane 
from which St. Thomas so much, ard thus have 
Jed to the misconception of the island having sunk. The report of 
the town having been submerged is con’ by the Captain of 
the Solent, who arrived in the Douro on Thursday. His vessel lay 
abcut two miles from the town. He states his belief that not more 
than a hundred lives were lost, and those by the fall of houses, the 
hurricane having visited the d. Tortola is one of what are 
known as the British Virgin Islands. Although a narrow island, 
rather more than twelve miles long, it has hills 1600 feet high.

THE NEW THEATRE ROYAL, CORK, 


Cork has long been without a theatre worthy of the 
reputation of the city and of its pleasure-loving popula-

THE Parliamentary Session has opened ery quietly, There 
was nothing in the Royal Speech to excite discussion ; there 
was scarcely a phrase at which any but the most determined 
malcontent could cavil, And any chance of a real debate on 
the Address was extinguished by the circumstance that the 
leader of the Commons had been visited by domestic 
affliction—a matter which, in the present Parliameat, is 




















regarded as a reason for consideration and forbearance, We 
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-are unable to predict that the tradition will be transmitted to 
the representatives of those who mob Home Secretaries and 
advocate the rights of assassins, 

Abyssinia has called the Parliament together, and therefore 
appropriately formed the leading topic in the Speech. King 

Theodore’s violation of all international law in holding captive 
several of the Queen's subjects, some of whom were especially 
accredited to him by the Sovereign, has compelled a demand for 
their liberation, and it is supported by an adequate force. The 
statement is a plain and satisfactory one, and at once disposes 
of the foolish suggestions which have been industriously put 
into circulation touching the intention of Government to 
annex any portion of Abyssinia, The demand is for the cap- 
tives, and we may conclude that compensation will also be 
required, The organs of a fanatical party that can never see 
the least defence for the use of force, except when it is 
employed against English laws and social order, endeavour to 
maintain that we had not exhausted all the means of nego- 
tiation, that we ought to have complied with the very utmost 
wish of the King, sent him the presents and the artisans, 
and a handsome donceur into the bargain. It is con- 
cluded that it would have been cheaper to do this 
than to send out a costly expedition. There is no other 
argument for such a course, and this one may be left to 
the judgment of the nation. We cordially echo the 
hope that the Abyssinian expedition may not become the 
Abyssinian war; but the King, who has a belief in a Divine 
right compared to which the loftiest claim of any member of 
the Holy Alliance or of Brigham Young himself is 
humble, may be inspired with a faith that can bring 
him down upon our bayonets, In this case it is most 
probable and desirable that a very savage and cruel 
tyrant will meet too honourable a death, It is also pos- 
sible that he may, in an access of rage, overmastering his 
greed and cunning, inflict death upon the captives, if he can 
get at them, or cause his orders to be obeyed by those who 
can. The expedition must then, of course, become a war of 
chastisement ; and it will be for those who have charge of it 
to ecide how large an example must be made to efface from 
the Oriental mind the idea that a fearless King has with 
impunity defied the arms of England. 

The usual effort (it was made all through the war with 
Napoleon) to agitate the lower classes against a military pro- 
ceeding has not been forgotten, and the prices of English 
food are quoted as reasons why King Theodore should be 
allowed to retain Englishmen in chains, This consideration 
will have the less weight when we recollect where the inci- 
€ence of war taxation will occur. Taxation will probably be 
proposed, as Mr. Gladstone promises resolute opposition to the 
other methods of raising money; but even this will be not 
ungrodgingly submitted to by the class that will bear 
the burden, and the class which is most easily incited to 
clamour has really the least concern in the matter. We are 
heartily ashamed, however, to read that the journalists of 
the present day can seek to inflame the ignorant against the 
expedition by hints that the money which it will cost might 
otherwise have been laid out in relieving the needy at home 
It is a novelty to be told that taxes are imposed for such pur- 
poses, or that, as a nation, we relieve the needy in any way 
but one—that is, when they apply at the asylum provided for 
that purpose in every parish. But those who find excuses for 
Fenian assassins must not be expected to hesitate at any 
method of raising popular discontent. 

On the Fenian outrages, the language of the Speech is very 
properly strong,even to menace, The treasonable conspiracy, 
baffled in Ireland, has here assumed the form of organised 
violence and assass'nation, and must be rigorously put down. 
All but one class will heartily applaud these words, and will 
hope that the Government intends fully to carry out its own 
duty, defined by Sydney Smith as that of “a stout constable,” 
We lay emphasis on this, Wretched cant is talked about 
political murder being more excusable than any other. The 
law of numbers and of brute force is appealed to in a way 
which threatens very evil consequences, People are told that 
if a great many persone, no matter how ignorant, desire a 
thing, they ought to have it, and, if it be withheld, they 
ate entitled to take it, even at the price of life. 
These doctrines sink deep into the minds of those for 
whom they are intended, There is no country in the 
world except this in which a mob, headed by a brutal 
swaggerer who ought now to be in Newgate, would have been 
allowed to rush into a government office, and bellow its dis- 
approbation of the act of a Minister. The indisposition to 
severe punishments has been construed by the bad into 
cowardice, and crimes are now committed which would no‘ 
have been heard of in the days when society was more soli- 
citous for the protection of the innocent and less fastidious 
in its treatment of the scoundrel, It is now felt that we have 
gone too far in our policy of extreme leniency, and it is 
because we do not want to see a reaction, because we do not 
desire to see society in a fit of indignation recur to whole- 
eale retribution, that we should gladly see the Government 
act “rigorously " in the suppression not only of Fenianism, 
but of all other violence. This paragraph in the Queen's 
speech has given unmitigated satisfaction, which will be 
increased by the Government's showing that the laws of 
England are to be carried out to the letter, 

Another portion of the Speech refers to the events in Italy. 
The reason for the insertion of a mention of affairs with which 
we are not directly concerned is, according to a French 
journal, a proof of our jealousy of the preponderance of 
France, We ought to apologise for citing French journalism 
at all while it remains in its wilful and shameless ignorance of 
English matters. We need not assure the thoughtfal in 
France that England has no jealousy of French prepon- 

-derance, and that, if France could settle the affairs of Italy, 





in a satisfactory way, nothing would please us better, 
We only desire that friends at a distance should accept the 
intimation which a Conservative Government finds itself 
obliged to give as plainly as a Liberal Government would do, 
that England protests against foreign interventions, and 
objects alike to the acts of volunteers, who, without authority 
from their own Sovereign, invade an unoffending State, and 
to the acts of Sovereigns who prevent a foreign nation from 
settling its affairs in its own way, 

We are promised Scottish and Irish Reform bills; an early 
report from the Commissioners on the boundaries for electoral 
purposes; a bill for the prevention of bribery and cor- 
ruption ; the public schools bill; the inevitable bills for 
the improvement of the mercantile marine law; legis- 
lation in regard to foreign cattle; and measures for the 
amendment of the law, which latter promise we take to in- 
clude the Capital Punishment and Classification of Crimes Bill. 
But of all the arrangements, the most important is that which 
apprises us that the general question of the Education of the 
People requires most serious attention, and the Queen hopes 
it will be approached with a full appreciation both of its vital 
importance and its acknowledged difficulty. If this paragraph 
really means that at some period in the present Session either 
well-framed resolutions or a matured scheme will be sub- 
mitted to Parliament in order that the grand duty of a Legis- 
lature which has transferred so much electoral power may be 
discharged, the Session of 1867-8 may be that to which a 
future generation will look back with gratitude. But we are 
much afraid of some solemn speeches and of a Select Com- 
mittee ; and we all know what these things mean. We would 
not, however, receive the promise uncivilly, but with marked 
recognition.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
No one thinks much of the pooseguing of Parliament by Commission, 
because any ceremonial will do for the end of a Session, but when 
the Legislature meets it is an agyravating proceeding. Possibly, this 
time Ministers wished to avoid fuss, as tending to give undue im- 
ce to a November Session ; and so we had the House of Lords 
in its worst as everyone, so to speak, looking dowdy—the Lord 
Chancellor, with his bag-wig and three-cornered hat, having an 
ineffable resemblance to stagey pictures of Captain Macheath ; and 
the other Lords Commissioners, with the usual aspect of personal 
suffering about them, induced the feel of their unfamiliar robes 
and the uneasiness of their -fitting, constitutional cocked-hats, 
which are kept in etore in the archives of the Upper House for 
cccasional use by such of their Lordships as have to represent 
ber Majesty at certain times. Peers of all parties showed their 
indifference to the ceremonial by staying away; and it was 
only when the House resumed that there was anything like an 
assemblage. It would almost seem that the red-coated mover and 
seconder of the Address in the Lords are less uncomfortable than 
their compeers in the Commons, because perhaps their strong- 
coloured clothing is toned down as well by the space as by the 
crimson hue of the seats, and the gilding everywhere. At any 
rate Earl Brownlow, the neophyte hereditary peer who, as 
vsual, was chosen to move the Address, appeared tolerably at 
his ease, and really did tolerably well; while one of the 
latest importations from the House of Commons, a ve and 
reverend and experienced personage—to wit, Lord Hylton, who 
os Sir William Jolliffe, in the Lower Chamber, was sup- 
posed to know a great deal of the state of the Conservative 
arty—came in as seconder to temper, if necessary, any youth- 
ul exuberance in the mover; which was, however, not in 
the least necessary. At once Earl Russell came forward to 
vindicate his right to Opposition leadership, and stood really erect 
before the peers, those “pillars of the State.” But, except in the 
case of the statue in Leicester-square, anything more broken or 
forlorn than the appearance of his Lordship in the particular cha- 
racter which he was then assuming cannot be conceived. His efforts 
to show that he still had blood in him were undeniable; and he 
endeavoured to show that he was cheerful and alert by uttering 
some remarks which it is believed by those who are recondite 
in euch matters to have been jokes, but which were 
but points of sarcastic reply for the Earl of Derby, who 
is really and truly a joker of jokes. Witness how pleasant 
he was upon his late colleague, the Earl of Carnarvon, who 
perched on a coigne of vantage on the flank of the Ministry, chir 
out criticism on their policy, and strove to be as severe as it is 
possible for his = gentle nature to permit him to be. It was 
thought that Lord Derby might not be present; but he is wonder- 
fully courageous against his potent enemy, the gout, and one almost 
fancies that he is most lively, animated, and witty when he is 
gaining s temporary victory over physical weakness and pain. The 
debate was a fair one, and, for the Lords, even on an opening night, 
a long one; and, as it is probable that their Lordships will not have 
more than one field-night again before Christmas, no one grudges 
them their self-indulgence on this occasion. 

The behaviour and appearance of the Commons were much more 
suggestive of that assembly in late July than at the beginning of a 
Session, It seemed as if there was an absence of that alacrity and 
cheeriness which are observable, in the first meeting together of 
members in February. It is easily to be accounted for, inasmuch as 
they have too recently parted to have about them an air of novelty. 
‘The gathering, too, was not large, and scarcely anyone appeared to 
desire to make a night of it, in a Parliamentary sense. There was, 
however, a special cause for quietude, and one which, in its way, 
was highly creditable to the House. Everyone knew the anxious 
state of Mr. Disraeli’s domesticity ; and it is understood that Mr. 
Gladstone had cedulously endeavoured to induce his party to 
exercise the utmost forbearance, and to assume no attitude of 
antagonism. When, therefore, it was certain that there was to be 
no sparring, far less any set-to, between the leaders on each side, of 
course interest was at zero ; and as it was known that Mr. Bright would 
not be — and Mr, Lowe did not put in an appearance, peace, 
and a ehort sitting after the moving of the Address, were taken to be 
the order of the day. The mover of the Address, Mr. Hart Dyke, 
member for West Kent, is a product of the last general election, 
and his speech was essentially a maiden one; but, in all justice 
one is bound to say that he was up to and even above the average of 
the agricultural members, who by prescription always move 
the Address.

Why did so great a stickler for House of Oom- 
mons usage as Mr. Disraeli depart from the usual custom of setting 
up as a seconder of the Address a member who represents, more or 
lese, commerce? At an =~ it is difficult to say what particular 
interest Colonel Hogg, M.P. for Bath, represents, unless it be the 
househo)d cavalry, in which he has been a Colonel, and the Metro- 

litan Board Works, of which he isa member. The gallant 

lonel is also new, so far as having first entered the House in 1865; 
but he is not new as a talker. ving been loquacious enough 
during the two Sessions in which he has been a representative 
of the people. It was in this latter general character, one 
supposes, that he undertook to perform the duty of this particular 
day ; and as he had nothing special and characteristic of any section 
of the public to say, he was necessarily anticipated, and a vei 
great deal er by Mr. Dyke. As it was, he went in for bl 
generalities, and was sufficiently noisy and judiciously brief, 

The subdued temper of the House was evinced at once by the cir- 
cumstance that no one of the lesser sort attempted to rise; and it 
was only after a prolonged look all round that Mr. Gladstone, find- 
ing reticence resolved on, presented himself, Perhaps he nsver ap- 
peared to greater advantage ; and this because he assumed a style 
almost if not entirely novel, So calm, so measured in speaking, so 
Fatly ‘modulated in voice, so anes in tone, towards Mr,

The er and the House of Commons having been sum- 
moned to the bar, Chancellor read the Queen's Speech, which is 
given in the Supplement, page 575. 

THE ADDRESS. 

On their Lordships reassembling at five o'clock, 

Earl Brownlow moved an Address in reply to the Royal Speech, and 
availed himself of the opportunity to refer at some to the history of 
the Abyssinian question, and to express his opinion that her Majesty’s 
Government had no alternative but to send out the expedition for the release 
of the Europeans held in captivity. 

The motion was seconded by Lord Hylton. 

Earl Russell thought the Government had acted most peeety in calling 
Parliament together if they considered it to bring force to bear 
upon the King of Abyssinia; and upon this point he refrained from express- 
ing an opinion, as the papers on the subject were not yet before their Lord- 
ships. He was glad to receive the assurance that the Government did not 
anticipate any disturbance of the of the Continent, although he re- 
gretted that the Emperor of the ch had felt it necessary to take the 
r — of again interfering in Italian affairs. On the subject of the 
Fenian conspiracy, he had every confidence in the loyalty of the vast 
majority of her Majesty’s subjects, and he was sure they would assist the 
Government in asserting and vindicating the law. The other paragraphs 
in the Royal Speech did not, he thought, require any lengthened comment. 

After a few words from the Earl of Hardwicke in approval of the Abys- 
sinian expedition, 

The Earl of Carnarvon pointed out the risks that might ensue from the 
expedition, and called attention to the possible temporary occupation of the 
coun in the event of a revolution and social anarchy. In his opinion it 
would have been a better course to have dispatched an Indian officer of rank 
in preference to Mr. Rassam, and to have sent a cavalry escort of sufficient 
strength to protect him. 

Lord Houghton deprecated the re-occupation of Rome by French troops, 
and observed that, in his opinion, the result of a conferences woull be a 
joint occupation by the forces of ali the Catholic Powers, which, however, 
would be preferable to the solitary action of France. The feeling in favour 
of Rome as the capital of Italy appeared to be subsiding, and, as for the 
Romans themselves, they seemed to be apathetic on the subject. 

After a few words from Lord Lyveden, 

The Earl of Derby defended the policy of the expedition to Abyssinia, 
contending that it was absolutely necessary for the dignity and honour of 
the country, and that such a mission as that which the Harl of Carnarvon had 
suggested would have been ridiculously inadequate for the occasion. The expe- 
dition had been organised with great care, and with a view to embody the 
suggestions and recommendations of those persons acquainted with the 
country and with the nature of the difficulties with which it would have to 
deal. There was, he added, no intention to charge any of the expense on 
the Indian revenue. The sole object of the Government was to release the 
prisoners, and there was no desire to occupy the country either as a sani- 
tarium or as a settlement. With regard to the p conference on the 
affairs of Rome, her Majesty's Government hi neither accepted nor 
declined it. They desired, both on public and personal nds, to retain the 
invaluable friendship and goodwill of the Emperor of the French ; and it 
was their wish to assist in relieving him from any embarrassment which he 
might feel in the prolonged occupation of Rome. They could not, however, 
shut their eyes to the difficulties which might arise out of aconference with- 
out some settled basis on which the negotiation was to be conducted. Re- 
ferring to Fenianism, the noble Earl defended the authorities from any 
charge of remissness in not taking proper precautions for the safety of their 
prisoners, and protested against the perpetrators of such outrages as those 
lately committed st Manchester being described as political offenders. He 
concluded by stating that the Government would introduce the measures 
indicated in the Queen's Speech, remarking that, so far as education was con- 
cerned, it would be desirable to have some further information before 
attempting to legislate. 

The motion for the Address was then agreed to.

rench brass field-pieces, with their ammunition-waggons, are 
parked, and the horses are picketed under the trees above, 
opposite the public gardens of the Pincian Hill, The gate 
of San Giovanni, close to the Lateran Church and Palace, 
at the opposite end of Rome, on its south side, be- 
yond the Coliseum, speming on the road to Naples, is fortified 
with similar earthworks. e have engraved a sketch of the forti- 
fications outside each of these gates. The earthworks are con- 
structed, with greatest skill, by the able military engineers who 
are employed. They are firmly built of fascines, bound tightl 
together, and fixed to their jp with stakes, supported by barr 
heavily filled with earth and faced with sods of earth ; the top being 
finished off with a parapet formed of bags of sand, placed alter- 
nately lengthwise and crosswise. The deep trenches in front 
are half filled with water. In our view of the Gate of 
St. John Lateran, the top of the church, surmounted by 
a balustrade, with twelve statues of saints, is seen above 
the wall. Our larger Engraving represents the open ground, 
inside the same gate, end in front of the same church, where 
a bedy of French troops are now encamped. To the left are 
seen the long line of arches forming one of the ancient Roman 
aqueducts, which here joins the city wall, and is incorporated with 
it, for a considerable length from this gate. The hills seen beyond 
are those of Albano and Frascati, about twelve miles distant, 








AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY IN 1867. 


Srxce the Lombard campaign of 1859 a revolution has taken place 
in the foreign and domestic politics of Austria, pacific and “bit by 
bit,” like that which Britain has commenced (or recommenced), but 
much more complicated: a revolution not volcanic, after the 
French fashion, but one which has conciliated order with . 
the spirit of the nineteenth century with historical rights; one 
which is the offspring, not of mere popular passions, but ef states- 
manlike caution and the spirit of compromise. 

Although that revolution has been accomplished in obedience to 
British and not to French precedents, yet, in co mence of the 
internal situation and external relations of Fran nch public 
opinion has taken a deeper interest in its progress our British 

ublic have. “ Liberty as it is in Austria,” has become a cry of 

rench Liberals; and the splendid reception recently given by the 
politicians and the people of the Fre: capital to Francis Joseph 
attests how strongly the minds of our neighbours have been impressed 
with what has been a in Austria; and has also, in a manner, 
stamped with the approval of European Liberalism ns Paris ma 
often lawfully claim to speak in the name of the Liberals of 
countries) the foreign and domestic policy of Baron von Beust, as 
Chancellor of the Austrian Empire, and of Count Andrassy, as Prime 
Minister of Hungary. 

What that policy has been, what failures paved the way for it, and 
what have hitherto been, or are likely to be, its co’ uences, is a 
subject we propose to elucidate in a series of articles, which we now 
commence, 

The victories of the peoples of Austria over Austrian Absolutism 
have been co directly consequent upon the reverses of the Imperial 
foreign policy that the two subjects must be dealt with together and 
as one whole before they can be intelligibly dealt with separately. An 
analysis of the march of events in Austria since the Lombard campaign 
of 1859 will show that just in proportion as Imperial pride has been 
humbled have civil and religious liberty and the principle of 
nationality been recognised by the Imperial Government. 

In 1848 Austrian Absolutism entirely collapsed. For a short time 
even the Bohemian nationality was recognised. Driven out of Italy, 
extinguished in Hungary, abated in German Austria, flouted in 
Bohemia, the Austrian empire seemed to be at its last The 
armies of the Czar were the salvation of the despairing Kaiser. By 
their aid alone Imperialism reconquered all the ground it had lost, 
and laid violent hands even on the time-honoured liberties of 
Hun From 1849 to 1860 the Absolutist system, restored by 
Muscovite bayonets, ruled unchecked from one end of the empire to 
the other. This is the period known in Austria as the Schwarzenberg- 
Bach period. What rights the late Czar imagined he had acquired 
over Austria by his intervention against the Hungarians were 
revealed to Europe by the Hamilton-Seymour conversations of 1853, 
when the Czar, in reply to a question as to how the Austrian Cabinet 
would view an aggressive ary Aap ee Turkey, answered, “ You 
need not trouble yourself about that ; I will answer for Austria.” 

The Russian alliance, carrying with it, as it did, the assurance of 
good relations with the Prussian Court, was the mainstay of the 
Absolutist system in Austria. But one of the good results of the 
Crimeau War was that Austria was forced by it to shake off her 
allegiance to the Czar, and so broke up that alliance once and for 
all, and changed the Court of St. Petersburg and all that goes to 
make up Muscovite public opinion from allies into vindictive 
enemies, longing for the day when Austria’s “ huge ingratitude” 
would be atoned for, 

The Court of Vienna sought compensation for the loss of the 
friendship of the great Pope-Emperor of the North by abasing itself 
before the Pope of the West. The concordat of 1855, which 
sanctioned the claims of the Ultramontane clergy to control the 
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im preference te historical ones, and are the stanch friends of a cen- 

and unitary as opposed to a federal system of government 
for the Austrian empire. us the dynastic party, who were op- 
posed to all reform, and the German Liberal party, who were op- 
posed to local self-government and the principle of nationality, 
coalesced against the Golachowski Ministry; and, in deference to 
their hostility, the Galician Count and his theory of reform gave way 
to M. Schmerling and a different theory. 

M. Schmerling was the represeatative man of the East German 
Liberals. He is —— for the patent of Feb. 26, 1861, 
which constituted a limited Reichsrath for the Cis-Leithan or 
western portion of the empire, and plenary Reichsrath for the whole 
empire. On this plan the historic Diet of Hungary was to be re- 
duced to the level of the estates of a province. Hungary and the 
“annexed parts’ of Croatia, Slavonia, and Transylvania refused to 
be represented at this plenary Reichsrath. The Czechs or national 
—, of Bohemia were un gly present, and remained quite as 

rm foes of the Schmerling Administration as were the Hungarians. 

The stubborn opposition of the Hun under the moderate 
but firm leadership of M. prevented the plenary Reichsratb, as 
instituted by the patent of February, 1861, from ever being more 
than a simulaerum. In vain did M. Schmerling hound on the

by M. Schmerling. By the latter date, Francis J oseph had already 
become convinced that the Schmerling theory of centralisation 
under German hegemony was an impossibility, and the by that 
time very er ed M.Schmerling made way for Counts Belcredi 
and Mensdorf-Pouilly. . 

Count Belcredi was a Bohemian nobleman, and had been for some 
years Governor of Bohemia. He came to office as the representa- 
tive of a mild type of federalism. One of the first acts of this 
Ministry was to appoint the before-mentioned Count Goluchowski 
Governor of Galicia, with instructions to carry on the Government 
on Fy = Sep y a. An entire revolution was then effected 
in Galicia, and the Government (which, since 1846, had favoured the 


peasant inst the gentry and ignorant Russinians against the 
cultivated Poles) now made a volte-face, and declared i the pro- 
tector of Polonism, 

Another ve act of the Beleredi Ministry was tos nd the 


plenary and restrained Reichsrath (patent of Sept. 20, 1865), and 
thereby to offend the whole German Qonstitutional and Liberal 
party. As acounterpoise to them, Count Beleredi conyoked the 
seventeen Provincial Diets of the empire and the Diet of Hungary, 
which had not assembled for four years. The Emperor twice 
visited Hungary during 1865 (on the second occasion he opened the 
Diet), and on both occasions he was enthusiastically received. The 
Belcredi-Mensdorf Administration proceeded further in the way of 
reconciliation with the Hun than M. Schmerling had done; 
but the demand of M. Deak that the laws of 1848 should be uncon- 


ditionally recognised before the King’s coronation proved a stum- 
bling-block in the way of the Belcredi Minis the war with 
Prussia (July, 1866) came upon them with the Hungarian difficulty 


still unsettled. 

Though measurably favourable to the nationality principle in 
other portions of the empire, the Belcredi Ministry committed the 
criminal folly of ignoring it in Venetia. Though invited to cede 
Venetia to Victor Emmanuel by the friendly Governments of Great 
Britain and France, the Austrian Government met the invitation 
with a fatal non possumus, The result was that Austria, at the 
decisive battle of Sadowa, met the Prussians with two thirds only 
of her forces and suffered a total defeat. 

The battles in Bohemia completed what the battles in Lombardy 
had begun. Imperial pride was humbled to the dust and made con- 
scious of its weakness, The way was cleared for a reconciliation 
with Hungary and the triumph of the dualistic principle in contra- 
distinction both to the unitarian and the federal one. 

The triumphs of Prussian arms, besides conferring upon the 
Austrian Government the inestimable boon of cutting it adrift 
from Italian politics and the more qualified benefit of shutting 
it out from intervention in German politics, conferred yet a 
third favour upon both the Government and peoples of Austria, 
Count von Bismarck drove his active Saxon opponent into the arms 
of Austria. It was Prussia who, without willing it, gave “the 
coming man” to the Kaiser. That coming man we need ly name 
as Baron von Beust. It is he who, entering the Ministry imme- 
diately after the peace of Prague, in the first place as Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, convinced his new master of the imperative neces- 
sity ef closing with the terms of M. Deak and the Moderate 
Nationalists of Hungary without delay, and who thereupon took 
the place of the hesitating Belcredi, and has latterly been elevated 
to the rank of Chancellor of the empire, a post only held before 
him by two predecessors— namely, Prince Kaunitz and Prince 
Metternich,

OPENING OF PARLIAMENT, 
THE ROYAL MESSAGE. 
PARLIAMENT was opened on Tuesday by Commission, when the 
following Royal Message was read by the Lord Chancellor :— 
My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 


In again applying to you for your advice and assistance I regret that I 
have found it necessary to call for your attendance at an unusual, and 
probably, to many of you, an inconvenient, season. 

The Sovereign of Abyssinia, in violation of all international law, con- 
tinues to hold in captivity several of my subjects, some of whom have been 
especially accredited to him by myseif; and his persistent disregard of 
friendly representations has left me no alternative but that of making a 
peremptory demand for the liberation of my subjects and supporting it by 
an adequate force. 

T have accordingly directed an expedition to be sent for that purpose alone : 
and I confidently rely upon the support and co-operation of my Parliament in 
my endeavour at once to relieve their countrymen from an unjust imprison- 
ment and to vindicate the honour of my Crown. 

I have directed that papers on the subject shall be forthwith laid before 


I receive from all foreign Powers assurances of their friendly feelings, and 
I see no reason to apprehend the disturbance of the general peace of Europe. 

A band of Italian volunteer, without authority from their own Sovereign, 
having invaded the Papal territory and threatened Rome iteelf, the Emperor 
felt himself called upon to dispatch an expedition for the protection of the 
Sovereign Pontiff and his dominions. That object having been accomplished, 
and the defeat and dispersion of the volunteer force having relieved the Papal 
territory from the danger of external invarion, I trust that his Imperial 
Majesty will find himself enabled, by an early withdrawal of his troops, to 
remove any possible ground of misunderstanding between his Majesty’s 
Goverpment and that of the King of Italy. 

The treaeonable conspiracy commonly known as Fenianiem, baffied and 
repressed in Ireland, has assumed in England the form of organised violence 
and assassination. These outrages require to be rigorously put down ; and I 
rely for their effectual suppression upon the firm administration of the law 
and the loyalty of the great mass of my subjects. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF CoMMONS, 


The Estimates for the enming year are in course of preparation, and will 
in due time be laid befure you. They will be framed with a view to economy 
and te the necessary requirements of the public service. 

My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN, 


As a necessary sequel to the legislation of the last Session, bills will be laid 
before you for amending the sepresentation of the people in Scotland and 
Ireland. 

I have reason to beHeve that the Commissioners appointed to inquire into 
and report upon the boundaries of existing boroughs, as well as of the pro- 
posed divisions of countics and newly-enfranchised boroughs, have made 
considerable progress in their inquiries, and no time will be lost after the 
receipt of their report in laying before you their recommendations for your 
consideration and decision. 

A bill will also be presented to you for the more effectual prevention of 
bribery and corruption at elections. 

The Public Schools Bill, which has already been more than once submitted 
to Parliament, will again be laid before you. 

The general question of the education of the people requires your most 
serious attention, and I have no doubt that you will approach the subject 
with a full appreciation both of its vital importance and its acknowledged 
difficulty. 

Measures will be submitted to you during the present Session for 
amending and consolidating the various Acts relating to the Mercantile 
Marine. 


The exemption which the country has now for some time enjoyed from 
the cattle plague affords a favourable opportunity for considering such per- 
manent enactments as may relieve the home trade from vexatious restrictions 
and facilitate the introduction, under due regulation, of foreign cattie for 
home consumption. 

Measures for the amendment of the law, which have been deferred under 
the pressure of more urgent business, will be submitted for your con- 
sideration. 

Other questions apparently calling for legislative action liave been referred 
to Commissioners, whose reports, as they shall be received, shall, without 
delay, be laid before Parliament. 

It is my earnest prayer that all your deliberations may be so guided as to 
conduce to the general contentment and happiness of my people.

Their foun- 
dations are difficult to 
trace; although Mr, 
Parker, in the very able 
lecture which he de- 
livered in the church in 
July, 1863, considers the 
existence of the above 
towers to account for the 
singular arrangement of 
the arches or arch-ribs 
at the east end of the 
aisles. 

The church, when it 
was entire, measured 
about 280 ft. in length ; 
at present it is 132 ft. by 
57 ft., and 47ft. high, 
having an open timber 
roof, supposed to be 
equal in 0g to the bpild- 
ing itself. The square 
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brick tower at the end of the south aisle was erected in 1628. On 
the east side of the south wing stood a beautiful chapel of the time 
of Edward III, with a large western archway, which was destroyed 
by fire in 1830, Attached to the east end of the church was the 
Lady Chapel, of Norman style, now a fringe manufactory; the side 
walls remain, The Priors h:use, infirmary, refectory, dormitory, 
chapter-house, and cloisters, originally surrounded the main building. 
The walls of the chapter-house (temp. Henry III.) were in = 
remaining in 1809. On the south side of the interior of the choir 
is an oriel window, built by Prior Bolton early in the sixteenth 
century, and supposed to have been used, like that at Worcester 
Cathedral, by the sacristan for the supervision of the lights pomee | 
at the altar: it bears the Prior's rebus—an arrow inserted throug 
a tun. 

The nave was long thought to have originally extended to the 
house-fronts in Smithfield, where is a beautiful Early English gate- 
way, with the toothed ornament in its mouldings. Mr. Parker has, 
however, explained that the above gateway was not the doorway to 
the south aisle, as had been conjectured. The grant of the prio’

the time of Richard Il. This monument, a high tomb and effigy, 
has been in part restored by the Governors of St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, at the cost of £70; and it is much to be regretted that 
they have not completed the restoration of their founder’s monu- 
nent, as was promised. Cut into Rahere’s canopy is a memorial of 
T. Rycroft, the printer of the Polyglot Bible, 1677. b ; 

In conclusion, it is fervently hoped that by timely aid this ancient 
priory church may yet be to its pristine magnificence; and 
that, amidst the changes which old Smithfield bas of late under- 
gone, its minster may stand a noble memorial of that pious faith 
which endureth for ever. : 

The church continues to be visited by persons of taste in archi- 
tecture. The restored portions are very striking, the fragments of 
the ancient edifice which have been saved are very suggestive; and 
the gencral inspection of the church, as well as of the entire site of 
the priory, lead the mind’s eye through an interesting retrospect of 
centuries of architectural change and decay.
